interview on April 5, 2011. In response to the Interview Summary that was mailed on April 7, 
201 1, Applicant provides this Statement of the Substance of the Interview. 

Applicant agrees with the statements made in the Interview Summary. Applicant's 
representatives gave a brief overview of various types of ocular implants, including punctal 
plugs. Applicant's representatives noted that independent claims 1 1 and 30 were amended in the 
Amendment that was filed on October 28, .2010 to recite "punctal plug" instead of "ocular 
implant." Applicant's representatives discussed the Ness, Freeman, and Cohan references, as 
well as the differences between Applicant's claims and the Ness, Freeman, and Cohan 
references. Applicant's representatives also discussed "impregnation" of a punctal plug with 
drug versus "saturation" of a punctal plug with drag.
